The Dawn of a New Era For Listeners. 


The B.B.C. A 
UNDAY, August 2r,.will be an import- 
it and significant’ date in the history 
of British broadcasting. The initiation 
oT the first large-scale experiment in alterna 
tive programmes is a matter of such in- 
timate concern to all listeners that it calls 
fior careful explanation, 

Tn pursuance of its basic public 
policy’ the B\E.C. is now able to announce 
substantial progress with its “Regional 
Sct of Distribution, under which at 
native programmes are to. be made avai 
ible forall listeners. ‘Today eighty per 
cent. of the population of Ts 
Scotiand, Wales, and Northern Ire 
essured of an uninterrupted service of one 
programme. But the art and science of 
Broadcasting have so advanced that the 
BBC. is no longer satisfied with the one~ 
programme standard. That all listeners 
should be able to receive efficiently a 
minimum of two progeammes with in- 
expensive simple apparatts is the next 
practical objective, the attainment of 
which has been the subject of much 
anxious consideration 

A simple solution would appear to be 
the addition of another transmitter 
radiating another programme at each 
existing B.B.C. centre. This would give 
equality: of signal-strength as between one

Expressed concretely, th 
means in essence the provision ot five 
double wavelength high-powered trun 
mitters in place of the existing system o 
comparatively numerous single-wave 
length low-powered transmitters. In this 
connection, the B.B,C. has been fortunate 
to have the assistance of independent 
expetts who, alter a careful examination, 
fully approved both the principle and 
the plan of the Regional Scheme.

Eccles, F.R-S., President of the Institutios 
of Electrical Engineers; Professor E. V, 
Appleton, DSc, PRS. ; and Me.

(Call Sign 5GB;Frequency 6r0Ke.—4or.8M,) 
In order to carry aut this experiment within 
the limits of available wavelengths, it. will 
he necessary simultaneously to. suspend 
transmissions from Birmingham, but not to 
elose down the Birmingham studio, The 
experimental station at’ Daventry will in 
general transmit programmes contrast 
with those radiated by the long-wave Daves 
tey Station (5XX), which will continue to 
relay London. A’ large proportion of the 
programmes of 3GB will originate in Bir- 
mingham which will thus have a much 
wider auidience than ever before. All other 
stations will continue to work as at present, | 
except that the frequency of Bournemouth 
Will revert to 920 Ke.

Although the limitation of wavelengths 
entails a reduction in the number of trans- 
mitters the B.B.C. has not lost sight of the 
importance of “local colour.’ From the 
programme point of view the B.B.C. will 
persist in its attempts to give ade 
expression to local artistic aspiration 
characteristics. It is therefore envisaged 
that studios will continue in operation even 
where transmitters may be withdrawn. This 
is made possible by land ine linking with the 
appropriate Regional transmitters, 

Allowing for adequate localism the Re- 
gional Scheme promises a more effective 
service generally by virtue of the fact that 
it will enable programme work to be concen- 
trated more effectively than has been the case 
jin the past. Progressive improvement. in 
Jandlines, attended by a corresponding 
development of programme technique and 
material synchronizes” happily with the 
present opportunity of vastly improving the 
means of distribution.
